ALEXANDER GARDEN. 
POETICAL WORKS. 



llHE name of Alexander Garden or 
IGardvne occurs in the lifts of Scottilh 
I Poets as the Author of two feparate works. 
I The one publifhed during his own time is 
Itentitled, "A Garden of Grave and Godlie 
-"Flowres: Sonets, Elegies, and Epitaphs, 
Planted, polifhed, and perfefled by Mr. Alexander Gardyne. 
Et facer &■ magttiis VaUim labor. Edinburgh, Printed by 
Thomas Finlafon. 1609. With Licence." 4to. The fecond 
has this title, "The Theatre of the Scotilh Kings. By 
Alexander Garden, Profeffor of Philofophy at Aberdeen. 
Done from the Original Manufcript. Edinburgh, Printed 
by James Watfon, and Sold at his Shop, next Door to the 
Red Lyon, oppoftte to the Luken-booths, 1709." 4to. 

Thefe two were reprinted in a handfome quarto volume, 
as a contribution to the Abbotsford Club, by Jofeph Walter 
King Eyton, Efq., in the year 1845, The Editor, his 
friend, William Barclay TumbuU, Efq., Advocate, having 
shown me bis Prefatory Remarks, I was led to point out 
to my impuUive friend, the Editor, that there exifted a 
confufion in regard to the Authorfhip, as both works were 
evidently by one and the fame peribn. To prove this more 
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clearly, I addrelTed a letter to Mr. TumbuU on the fubje£t, 
which he fubjoined to his "Prefatory Remarks" in that 
volume; and I cannot do better than give the following 
extraft : — 

"Signet Library, 2nd OHober^ 1845. 

" My Dear Sir, — After examining with feme care the queilion 
regarding the authorfhip of *The Garden of Flowres,' 1609, and 
of * The Theatre of the Scotifli Kings,' I can come to no other 
conclufion than to attribute both works to the elder Alexander 
Gar DYNE or Garden, Advocate in Aberdeen. Any confufion that 
has arifen on this point feems to have proceeded upon a miflake 
of the editor of the latter work in 1709. On referring to the 
manufcript in the Advocates' Library from which it was publifhed, 
I find it affords no authority for afcribing the work to ' Alexander 
Garden, Profeffor of Philofophy at Aberdeen;' neither is it 'the 
original manufcript.' As the work itfelf was probably commenced, 
if not completed, previoufly to the death of Prince Henry, in 16 12, 
but undoubtedly not later than 1625, in which year the manufcript 
was tranfcribedy fome pofitive evidence is furely required before we 
(hould afcribe fuch a laboured production to a youth who, as it 
appears, had not finifhed his academical fludies till 1631. 

'^ Alexander Garden, who became a member of the Faculty 
of Advocates in Aberdeen, may have been connected with the 
Gardens of Banchory, and we may place his birth between the 
years 1585 and 1590. His defignation of " Mr. " (hows that he 
had taken the degree of A.M. before 1609. *The Garden of 
Flowres' in that year, was no doubt his earliefl performance. 
'The Theatre of Scotifli Kings," completed between 161 2 and 
1625, was apparently followed by his * Theatre of Scotifh 
Worthies.' As this work mud have contained some interefling 
notices of the author's contemporaries, the hope may be expreffed 
that the MS. from which the quotation you have given at p. xv., 
from Nifbet, is (lill in exiflence. Garden's metrical verfion of 
Bifliop Elphinflone's Life, from the Latin of Hedlor Boece, bears 
the date of 161 9." 
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In this letter I fupplied fuch fets of commendatory verfes 
as I could find written by Gardyne or GARDEN, and pre- 
fixed to works by his friends, publifhed in the years 1615, 
1622, and 1634; along with thofe addreffed to himfelf, and 
prefixed to the MS. of his " Theatre of Scottifh Kings," 
which the Editor in 1709 had omitted. In the printed title 
an engraving of the Royal Arms is inferted, and the Author 
is defcribed as "ALEXANDER QtkYCb^^.ProfeJforof Philofaphy 
at Aberdeen." The MS. \tk\i fumijlies no fuch Jlatemmt, 
and this has occafioned the confufion in regard to the a£lual 
Author. 

Mr. TumbuU, in his Prefatory Remarks, refers to another 
work by Garden, by quoting from Nifbet's Heraldry the 
Notice and Verfes on Sir James Lawfon, extracted from 
Garden's "Scottifh Worthies." "But his 'Scottifh Worthies* 
(Mr. T. adds) belongs to the Bibliotlieca Abfcojidita etdeperdita 
of our anceflors. No copy of it is known." — (p. xv.) 

At this time it had completely efcaped my recoUeflion 
that many years previoufly I had aftually feen a manufcript 
copy of *' The Scottifh Worthies " in the Library of the late 
Sir Alexander Bofwell of Auchinleck. On accidentally 
afcertaining this fa6l, and having a natural defire to examine 
the work, I obtained from the Honorable Richard Wogan 
Talbot the ufe of the volume, with liberty to have it tran- 
fcribed or printed if defirable. Afting upon this permifTion, 
and having recommended the volume to the Council of 
The Hunterian Club, it was adopted as a private con- 
tribution to the Club by ALEXANDER B. STEWART, Esq., 
a few words of explanation regarding the work and its 
Author may be expefted. 

The information to be gleaned refpefling the Author, in 
addition to what is already ilated, is very unimportant The 
name of Garden occurs at an early date, and our Author, 
at No. 126, celebrates one whom he calls Irvine Kempt 
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Garden, and defcribes him as ''a inan of admirable and 
fhipendous ftrength, called the Kempt for killing of a fierce 
and mightie boar in the den of Garden, and got the faid 
lands therfore, being the firft that boor our name, & from 
whom all that boor the fame are defcended. He floorilht 
about the reyne of king Gregorie the great." 

This gives at lead no ordinary antiquity to the name, as, 
in his " Theatre of the Scottifli Kings," Gregory the Great 
is reckoned the 73rd king — " Rang the year of Chrift 876, 
fra the boning of the kingdome 1 206, and rang [reigned] 
18 yeers." 

To come nearer his own time, in the Regifters of the 
Univerfity of St. Andrews, we find the names of — 

"Jo. Gardyne, 1445. 
Jo. Gardyn, 1461. 
Da. Gardyne, 1478. 
Ja. Gardyne, 1487." 

The above legend of the fierce boar correfponds with the 
arms defcribed by Nifbet (Heraldry, vol. i.) : — 

" The name of Garden of that Ilk, argent, two cheverons in- 

grailed gules'' 
"Garden of Barrowfield, argent, a boar's head erafed fabky 

between three mullets gules r 
" Garden of Leys, argent, a boar's head erafed fable, betwixt 

three crofe croflets fitched gules V 

In the Council Regifters of Aberdeen (Spalding Club) 
the name of George Gardyn of Banquhorie occurs i8th 
November, 1561, and i8th September, 1562. 

In the Ecclefiaftical Records of Aberdeen, alfo printed 
for the Spalding Club, feveral Gardens, minifters in the 
feventeenth century, may be found; and the refults of 
a careful fearch among the exifting Aberdeen Records 
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will be added in the form of an Appendix. There feems 
good reafon to believe that he was a fon of Garden of 
Banchory, near Aberdeen; and it is not unlikely that he was 
educated at Marifchall College, which was founded in the 
year 1593, by a charter ratified by Parliament, to George 
Keith, Earl Marifchall, as "Marifchall College and Univerfity 
of Aberdeen," and now united with King's CoU^e, which 
was founded by Bifhop Elphinftone in the year 1494. It is 
a matter of regret that the earlier Regifters of Marifchall 
College are not preferved, as it was not ufual to print the 
Thefes, containii^ the Students' names who graduated at 
either Univerfity, until printing had been introduced in 
Aberdeen about 1622. 

Although we have thus no fpecial information regarding 
the life and purfuits of GARDEN the Poet, there is no reafon 
to fuppofe we are miilaken in the faft of his having fettled in 
Aberdeen as a Law praftitioner. The hiftorian of Aberdeen, 
(vol. ii., p. 165) in his chapter "Of the Chartered Clubs, 
&c.," commences with "The Society of Advocates," and 
fays: — 

'' The practitioners before the courts of judicature at Aberdeen 
have, for a period of upwards of two hundred and fifty years, been 
dillingaifhed by the title of Advocates, which appeared to be 
fandlioned by many public deeds, and by judicial proceedings in 
the courts of record: but by what authority it had originally been 
conferred upon them we have not been informed. It would feem 
that they had, firom an early period, exerdfed the office of pro- 
curators, in confequence of the permiffion of the refpeAive judges 
of the ancient confiflorial court, the fheriff and the borough courts, 
after being found qualified for the duties of this office." 

Some new arrangements in 1633 were made by the 
Sheriff Depute of the County, limiting the number to 
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fixteen according to the following Aft printed by Kennedy 
from Records of the Sheriff Court: — 

"At Aberdeen, the fecond day of 0<5tober, 1633. — ^^ 
prefence of the Right Honourable Thomas Crombie 
of Kemnay, (heriff principal of Aberdeen. 

"The quhilk day the (heriff principal forelaid caufit call and 
convene before him the perfons particularlie following, quha ar 
the ordinar advocates and procurators of this judicatorie, and hes 
been in ufe to procuir in all caufes. — They are to fay, Mr. Alex. 
Irving, Mr. William Barclay, Mr. William Liunfden, Mr. James 
Irving, Mr. Alex. Davidfon, Mr. George Anderfon, Mr. Alex. 
Reid, Mr. Alex. Paip, Mr. Robert Reid, Alex. Thomfon, Mr. 
Alex. Gardyn, George Middleton, William Cordoner, John 
Hunter, Mr. Andrew Clerk, and George Merfer. Quhilks per- 
fones being all perfonallie prefent, and the iheriff underflanding 
of their abilities, honedie, and judgement, to continue as members 
and ordinar advocates and procurators of this feat; the faid 
(heriflf, be vertue of his office and authoritie, Refavit and admittit 
them, and everie ane of them, to that place and priviledge, and 
caufit them all to be folemlie fworne for yair dew obedience and 
reverence to the feat, and for faithfull and trew ufeing and dif- 
charging of thair place and charge, and for obferving of fick guid 
and laudabill lawes, a£tis, (latutes, and ordinances, as fould be fett 
down and prefcrybit; and, farder, the faid (heriff declairit and 
ordainit, and expreflie difchargit all uther perfones quhatfumevir of 
all libertie or priviledge to compeir or procuir before the (heriff or 
his deputtis, at any time hereafter, in quhatfumever cans, or to 
tak upon them to be advocates or procurators, except they be 
firfl lawfulhe admittit be the (heriff, and his licence and libertie 
purche(nt, gevin, and grantit, to that effect." ^ 

The name of Mr. Alexander Gardyn, Advocate, occurs 
in the Fafti Aberdonenfes, laft April, 1638, p. 409, as the firfl

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of a Committee of four appointed to choofe "ane Sub- 
Principal in place of Mr. David Leiche, who had been tran- 
fported to the Kirk of Ellon ; in virtue of which they elefled 
and prefented to ane Reverend Father my Lord Chancellor, 
Mr. Robert Ogilvie to be Sub- Principal ; quhome the said 
reverend father chancellor inftantlie admittet and tuik his 
oathe folemplie fwome," &c. Upon the fame occafion, 
"Convenit Mr. Robert Ogilvie fubprincipal, Mr. Johne 
Lundie grammarian, Mr. James Sandilandes canonift, Mr. 
Alexander Middletoun and Mr. Alexander Gardyne regentis, 
quha all in ane voyce nominatt and prefentit to the prin- 
cipall Mr. Alexander Scrogie younger student of theology, to 
be tryit iff he be fand worthie, to be Regent in place of Mr. 
Robert Ogilvie." 

Mr. Tumbull, in his Abbotsford Club volume, refers to 
the MS. Life of Bifhop Elphinfton, then in my poffeffion, 
and fays: — 

" This manufcript is in quarto, beautifully written, at Aberdeen, 
in the year 1619. It was formerly in the coUedtion of old Robert 
Myln, and is apparently the original. A copy in a fimilar hand 
was purchafed by Principal Lee, at the fale of Dr. Jamiefon's 
Library in 1 838. 

** From the refemblance which the autograph of this MS. bears 
to that of the ' Theatre of Scottifh Kings ' in the Faculty Library 
— as well as the fmgular coincidence of (lyle in the two com- 
pofitioDs, it would appear that both proceeded from the fame pen. 
I (hould therefore have availed myfelf of Mr. Laing's friendly per- 
miiTion to print it in the prefent volume, had not Mr. Innes 
intended to do fo in the Appendix to the third volume of the 
Chartulary of Aberdeen; of which important publication two 
volumes have jufl appeared." 

Unfortunately, no third volume of the Chartulary ever 
appeared. 
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Garden's work is little elfe than a metrical veifion of the 
eariieft biogra[^y of the Bifliop by Heftor Boyfe or 
Boethius, in a volume in which the bit^aphy of his patron 
forms the chief portion. It is entitled, " Epifcoporum 
Murthlacenfe et Aberdonenfe. Per Heftorcm Boetium 
Vifce." A faciimile of this engraved ornamented title of the 
" Prelum Afcenflanum " is given on the oppofite page, as 
printed at Paris, 1522, and republifhed for the Bannatyne 
Club in 1825. 

At a more recent date, having obtained the manufcript at 
Principal Lee's fale already mentioned, the other was tranf- 
ferred to the Library of the Univerfity of Edinburgh. A 
facfimilc page of each MS. is given. The one now in my 
polfclTion is evidently the original, in the old parchment 
cover, with thefe initials (lamped on the fide. 
L. 
A. E. 
This clearly (hoivs it had been the dedication copy to 
Alexander, Lord Elphinfton. There were four Alexanders 
in fucceflion, Lords Elphinflon. Robert, third Lord 
Elphinfton, died in May, 1602, when Alexander fucceeded 
to the title. He held various offices, and furvived till July, 
1648. His eldeft Ton, Alexander, who took the fecond title 
of Killdrumie, to whom Garden alfo tnfcribed his work, 
enjoyed the title of Lord Elphinllon for only twelve months, 
as he died in 1649. 

In the prefent volume the text is given from a collation 
of both manufcripts, as it was not thought necefTary to ad- 
here Havifhly to the pedantic orthography of the original. 
Prefixed to this portion of the volume, a brief notice of 
Biihop Elphinfton's life, along with his Portrait, will be 
given. 

Profeffor ALEXANDER GARDEN, we may fuppofe, was 
the fon of the elder Garden. 
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As a ftudent at King's College, he was the fecond on the 
Lift who matriculated under David Leochaeus, Anno 1628, 
and is the firft of " Duodecim Univerfitatis Aberdonenfis 
Alumni Philofophiae Studiofi," whofe names are fubjoined 
at the end of "Oratio Euchariftica et Encomiaftica in 
benevolos Univerfitatis Aberdonenfis Benefactores, Fautores, 
et Patronos; a Joanne Lundaeo, Humaniorum Literarum 
Profcffore, Habita xxvij, lul. 163 1. Aberdoniis, excudebat 
Edwardus Rabanus, 1631. 4to. 

Garden was admitted one of the Regents of King's 
College, 17th September, 1635, and his name occurs on 
later occafions, namely, 12th April, 1638, to 23rd November, 
1643. 

From Dr. Hew Scott's "Fafti Ecclefise Scoticanae," 
vol. iii., p. 655, we obtain the following particulars: — 

^' Alex. Garden, while Regent, was appointed Minifler of Forgue, 
in the Prelbytery of Turiff, and was admitted before Augull, 1645. 
In March, 1647, he was named by Parliament as one of the 
Vifitors of the Univerfity. He fubfcribed in 1658 towards the 
ere(Slion of new buildings within the College, and was appointed, 
in 1 66 1, one of the Vifitors for vifiting the Univerfity. He con- 
tinued Minifler in March, 1666, and probably for fome years 
later, his fucceffor having been appointed in 1677.** 

It muft be admitted that Garden's claims to be ranked 
among the old Scottifh poets are but flender. He has no 
originality or invention, no fancy, nor eafe or grace of 
veriification, which are but poorly compenfated for by 
pedantic words and extreme careleflhefs or poverty of 
rhymes. In his two chief works, "The Theatre of Scottifh 
Kings," and "The Scottifh Worthies," he followed very 
clofely the footfleps and imitated the flyle of two fimilar 
produflions in Latin verfe by John Johnflon of Aberdeen, 
Profeflbr of Theology in the Univerfity of St. Andrews. 
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The titles of thefe works may be given — 

" Infcriptiones Hiftoricac Regum Scotoruniy continuata 
annorum ferie a Fcrgufio primo Regni Conditore ad noftra 
temporal J oh. Jonftono, Abredonenfe, Scoto, Authorc. 
Amfteldami, cxcudebat Cornelius Claeflbnius Andrea! 
Hartio, bibliopola^ Edcmburgenfi, Anno 1602." (With 
engraved portraits of the Kings.) 4to. 

"Heroes ex omni Hiftoria Scotica Icftiffimi. Auctore 
Johan. Jonftono Abredonenfe Scoto. Lugduni Batavorum, 
excudcbat Chriftophorus Guyotius, fumtibus Andreae Hartii 
Bibliopola Edinburgenfis. 1603." 4to. 

It has not been afcertaincd how long ALEXANDER 
Gakdkx furvivcd, as no traces of him have been found 
later than about 1642. 

In the MS. of "The Scottifli Worthies" there is fome con- 
fufion in the numbers. In the printed text they run on 
confccutivcly ; and the two correfpond from Nos. i to 66. In 
the MS. Nos. 6^ and 68 are pafled over, the paging being 
continued without interruption. In like manner 127 and 
128 arc alfo omitted; and thus No. 150 (Forbes) in the 
MS. is No. 154. After this the Nos. 151, &c., are numbered 
155 on to 159 in the original MS., correfponding with 151 
on to 175, have been correfled by Robert Miln 155 to 179. 
It is not unlikely that fome leaves of the original MS. may 
have been tranfpofed. 

The feries of Worthies appropriately terminates with 
John Garden of that Ilk, who was flain at Pinkie in the 
year 1547, and who may have been an anceftor of the 
Author.

ON THE 

SCOTTISH WORTHIES 



The Author, on the margin of a confiderable part of the 
Manufcript, quotes the authorities on which his v'erfes are 
founded, confiding of a few well-known works. The editions 
may here be fpecified : — 

No. I. — Hector Boethius. — The title of his Chronicle, as 
originally publiihed, is : '* Scotorum Hifloriae a prima gentis origine, 
cum aliarum & rerum & gentium illuflratione non vulgari, etc, 
Quse omnia imprelia quidem funt lodoci Badii Afcenfii typis & 
opera: impenfis autem Nobilis & praedo<Sti viri He<5loris Boethii 
Deidonani: a quo funt & condita & edita." After the preliminary 
leaves of Dedications, and various leaves of " Scotorum Regum 
Catalogus/' "Index," &c, a feparate title has this Infcription, 
''Quae imprelTa funt Typis lodoci Badii & impends Hedloris 
Boethii." On a fubfequent leaf a letter of Alexander Leo, 
Moravieniis ecclefiae Cantor, addrelTed "Scotorum Nobilitati," has 
the date "Ex Parrhifioru Academia celebenima Ad Idus Martias, 
M.D.XXVII., ad calculum Romanum," folio. 

This hiflory was republilhed, and contained "Libri XIX. duo 
poilremi huius Hifloriae libri nunc primum enittuntur in lucem. 
Accel&t & huic editioni eiufdem Scotorum Hifloriae contin- 
uatio, per Joannem Ferrerium," &c, Parifiis, 1574. Some 
copies are dated 1575, but the volume itfelf was printed at 
Laufanne. As thefe editions are not divided into chapters, 
Garden may have occaiionally made ufe of the old tranflation by 
John Bellenden, Archdeacon of Moray, entitled " Heir beginnis 
the Hyilory and Croniklis of Scotland:" Printed at Edinburgh by 
Thomas Davidfon, about 1542, fmall folio.

No. II. — ^JoHN Major. — The original edition of his Hiftoiyhas 
the following title: — " Hifloria Maioris BritanniBC, tarn Aofg&Bdf 
quam Scotise, per Joannem Maiorem, nomine quidem Scotnnii pro* 
feffione autem Theologum, e veterum monumentis condnnata.

Alexander Gardyne. 
At page II, in referring to the courfe of Garden's educa- 
tion, it was fuggefted he might have been a ftudent in the 
Marifchal College, Aberdeen. This, however, may chance 
to be a wrong fuppofition. On looking over the Lifts of 
Students (copied many years ago), from Regifters of the 
Unhrerfity of St. Andrews, under the head " Nomina Incor- 
poratorum qui fubfcribunt Articulis Reliponis (ut fupra) 
Anno 1601, menfis Januarij 26, Collegii Salvatoris,*' 
Alexander Gardyne is fecond on the lift. This name and 
date fo coincide as to render it at leaft probable that the 
Poet and Advocate may have received part of his education 
at St Andrews. 

No. 9. — Sir Alexander Carron. — In the MS. after the Pre- 
fatory Notice, which ends: *'he flouriihed the yeare of Chrifl 1057 
yeares," and the name Scrymgeour in the rQargin, there is inter- 
lined, in the handwriting of Robert Myln, the words *^ Enjoyed till 
the reigne of King Charles the 2d, when the tytle became 
cxtina." 

Na 17. — Sir William Wallace. — 

** But alwa3rs equall for his wondrous worth

In fuch unmeaning comparifons, of which Garden was fo fond as 
to repeat them (fee, for inflance, No& 98, loi, &c), he might with 
advantage have cc^ied or tranHated from JohnfloB (p. 9) the 
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following lines, put into the mouth of Sir William Wallace^ with 
the title :— 

'* Ejus Oratio ad Edovardum L Anglonim R^em, ad defedtionem 

folicitantem. 

*' Non promiiTa, minse, ternSnre aTcrtere poflant, 

Patria libertas me mihi chara magis. 
Degeneres animos tangant hsec talia, certum eil 

Diis patriae hanc animam reddere velle mese." 

Followed by fimilar verfes, with the title — 

" Ejafdem Oratio ad Robertum Bruf&aram ad Carronem amnem." 

No. 24. — Sir William Sinclair. — Father Richard AuguiUn 
Hay, in his "Genealogie of the Sainteclaires of Roflyn" (in his M& 
Colledlions dated 1700), celebrates Sir William St. Clair and Sir 
Robert (not Sir Walter) Logan, who carried the heart of Robert 
Bruce to the Holy City for its biuial in Jeruialem. On their return 
from this pious undertaking, they were flain in the year 1330 by the 
Saracens in Spain. Father Hay further fays "A modem Poet hath 
made the following verfes on Sir William Saintclaire and Sir 
Robert Logan, two honourable and hardie Knights,** &c : — 

*'The conftant courage, & the loyall love 

The hardie hearts, the reddines of hands, 

Wliill that the (Irong King ftiff and ftoutlie drove 

By force & flight to free (half loft) his lands; 

That in thir two, tried in his worthie warres, 
Makes them now glider lyke two golden flarres. 

*' The oppofition and alterations oft, 
That to imped thair Prince his piece appeared, 
Made nought, ther gallants leave him whUe aloft 
On honours rock his royall ferge was reir'd : 

No, nor when dead ; but both, lo ! after death 

Thir Knights weell kithed, to leave their Lord were leath.

No. 40. — James, Earl of Douglas. — Johnfton fupplies the date 
X3d. Julii. A.C. 1388. 

No. 43. — Sir Alexander Ogilvie. — Johnfton (p. 20) celebrates 
thefe Heroes, flain at Harlaw, June 24, 141 1, under a general 
head, "KENOTA^ION Magnanimis Heroibus, ac civibus, qui fe 
Donaldinis Infulanis objecerunt in Memorabiliad Harlaum Pugna, 
Roberto Stuarto Prorege pro Jacobo Primo, ad diem 24 Junii, 
Anno Chrifti 141 1." 

No. 50. — Thomas Boyd, Earl of Arran. — Jo. Jonft., p. 22, 
fiays he was interred at Antwerp, *' cui Carolus Audax Burgundus 
aifinis & amicus in exilio fepulchrum cum honorifico ellogio pofuit, 
circa Annum Chrifti 1470." 

Na 51. — Lord Bernard Stuart, of the houfe of D'Aubigncy 
in France, who diftinguiftied himfelf in the Wars of Naples and 
France, in the reign of Louis XII., came as an EmbafTy to Scot- 
land in the year 1507, and died in the houfe of Sir John Forrefter, 
at Corftorphine, June, 1508. — See in Proceedings of the Society of 
Antiquaries (voL xL, p. 353), account of " the Forrefter Monuments 
in the Church at Corftorphine." — Alfo William Dunbar's Poems, 
1834, vol. i., pp. 129-133, vol. ii., pp. 3H-3I3- 

No. 52. — Sir Andrew Wood of Largo. — His gallant exploits 
are commemorated by Lindfay of Pitfcottie in his Chronicle on 
two occalions; firft when Sir Andrew Wood, with two velTels, the 
Ydhw Carvdl and the Flower^ fucceeded in capturing five large 
Englifli vefTels in the year 1489. Again, his not lefs gallant 
exploit, when oppofed by the Englifti Captain, Stephen BuU, 
he took captive three large velTels, and carried the prifoners to 
Dundee. 

No. 55. — Captaine Androw Barton. — ^Jo. Jonft., p. 34. He 
calls this fisimous naval captain, ^'Andreas Britannus." The exploits 
of this famous fea captain are celebrated in Englifti fong. Bilhop 
Percy, in his Reliques of Ancient Englifti Poetry, publilhed from 
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his MS. Colleaions a capital old Englifii ballad, of the R«igp 
of Queen Elizabeth, and an explanatory note» with the title ** Sir 
Andrew Barton," (vol. ii., pp. 179-195)' *It is divided into two 
parts, the firfl containing 136 lines, the fecond T62. 

No. 56. — CoNSECRAT, &c. — ^Jo. Jonft., p. 24, who records the 
difaflrous refult at Floddon, under this head: — "ARA Mag- 
nanimis Heroibus qui cum Jacobo IV. Rege in fiinefto Praelio ad 
Fluidonem occubuerunt, ad diem 9. Septembris Anno Chrifli 1513." 

No. 57.— Sir Walter Scott of Bugcleuoh. — He was fignaliicd 
for his attachment to the young King James the Fifth in 1516, 
and furvived till 0<5lober 1553. 

Nos. 58, 59, and 60 occur in Jo. Jonft, pp. 35, 26. 

No. 63.— Sir John Borthwick. — ^Jo. Jonft., p. 27. After 
noticing Borthwick's condemnation and efcape, and that his Effigy 
only had been burned at St. Andrews as a heretic, he lays, ** Mnltis 
annis poftea fuperlles, fenex pladdi morte obiit," and refers to 
Cardinal Beaton's Articles, &c, which were paiTed againft Borthwick 
in 1576, contained in (the firft edition of) Foxe's A6ls and Monu- 
ments, &c — For further particulars of Borthwick, fee tht note in 
Appendix to Knox's Works, Vol. I., No. VIIL, p. 533, and the 
Procefs of Declarator, &c., 1540-1561, in Mifcellany of the Ban- 
natyne Club, Vol. I., p. 257. His death took place before 1570, 
when, according to Calderwood, ''This worthie Kxiight ended his 
aige with fulneffe of daies at St Andrewes.'' 

No. 64. — Sir David Lyndsay, of the Mount, Lyon King at 
Arms. — Jo. JonlL, p. 37. He is too well known among the 
Scottifh Poets to require any fpecial notice. 

No. 65. — PiNKiSFiELD. — ^Jo. Jonft, p. 28, with the title 
** Epitaphium fortiffimorum civium qui cecidenmt in funefla dade 
Pinkia ad Mufielbuigum, quae incidit in diem lo Septembris Anno 
Chrifti 1547." 

Na 67. — Gilbert Kennedy, Earl of Cassilus. — ^Jo. Jonft, 
p. 29. In the previous page Johnflon has introduced John 
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Mblville of Rattii (Jc^iatmes Malvillus Rethius), 1548, who 
happens to have been overlooked by Garden. 

No. 68. — ^jAMESy Earl of Montgomerie. — ^Jo. Jonft., p. 29. 
This Count de Montgomerie, although defcended from a family in 
this country, has no proper claim to be included in '< A Theatre of 
Scottiih Worthies. '' Whether his name was James or Gabriel, who 
accidentally was the caufe of the death of Henry II., King of 
FianoCy in June 1559, he was pardoned by the King himfelf. But, 
having difUnguifhed himfelf as a Huguenot, he made a narrow efcape 
at the infamous Maflacre of St Bartholomew in 1572, but he never 
was pardoned by Catherine de Medicis. He was taken prifoner 
at the ii^e of the town of Domfront, and carried in triumph to 
Paris in June, 1574, where he was beheaded. 

No. 69. — Sir James Sandilands of Calder. — ^Jo. Jonft., p. 30. 
See Note in Knox's Works, vol. i., pp. 249-301. He died about 
the year 1560, and has frequently been confounded with his fecond 
fon. Sir James, who, in 1543) was Preceptor of Torphichen, and 
thus became head of the Knights Hofpitallers of St John of Jeru- 
folem in Scotland. — (Knox, vol. i., p. 301, vol. ii., pp. 1 25-131, &c) 

Na 69. — With fcarcely an exception, on to No. 105 of this feriet 
of the Worthies, they are celebrated by John Johnfton among 
his " Heroes Scoti," pp. 30-54. 

No. 70. — Andrew Stewart, Lord of Ochiltrie.— Jo. Jonft., 
p. 30. Known as the good Lord Ochiltree. Various notices of 
him will be found in Knox's Hiftory of the Reformation. 

Nos. 71, 73, 75, and 89. — Regents of Scotland. — During the 
minority of King James the Sixth, there were four Regents in 
fuccefiion, three of whom met with a calamitous termination of 
their career: — 

No. 71. — James Stewart, Earl of Murray, whom Garden 
ftyles " a true Profeffor of the Evangell," was appointed 
Regent July 22, 1568; and murdered at Linlithgow, 
January 23, 1570. 
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No. 73. — Mathew Stewart, Eail of Lennox, was muzdered 

at Stirling, September 4, 1571. 

No. 75.— John Erskine, Earl of Mar, died at Stirling, 
October 28, 1572. 

No. 89. — ^James Douglas, Earl of Mortoua He was ap- 
pointed Lord High Chancellor in 1563, and dedted 
Regent of Scotland, 27th November, 1572. He held 
the Regency from 1572 to 1578, when his refignation 
was accepted by the general Convention of the Nobility. 
He was afterwards arrefled, tried, and beheaded at the 
Crofs of Edinburgh, June 2, 1581. 

No. 74. — ^Arthur Forbes. — See William Gordon's Hiftoiy of 
the Family of Gordon, vol. i., p. 381. Edin., 1726, 8vo. 

No. 75. — John Erskine, Earjl of Mar. — ^'Chofen governor 
in the lefs aige of the mod excellent, high, and mightie Prince 
James," &c He was ele6led Regent of Scotland during the King's 
minority in 157 1, and died in the following year, as above. 

No. 76.— Sir William Kirkaldie of Grange. — It is fcarcely 
neceflary to add that this diflinguifhed man was taken piifoner 
after his gallant defence of Edinburgh CalUe in May 1573, and 
executed at the Crofs of Edinburgh. — See Bannatyne Mifcellany, 
voL iL, pp. 65-80. 

No. 78. — GiLESPiCK Cambell (or Archibald, Earl of Axgyle). 
— He was appointed Lord High Chancellor of Scotland in January, 
1573, and died at the early age of 43, in September, 1575. 

No. 79. — Scotland. — ^Jo. Jonit, p. 36. In place of "Savage 
Swaden " he has fimply '' Suecia," Sweden, with this infcription: — 
<'KENOTA^ION Scotorum militum, qui ab amids & sociis 
improbd rabie contrucidati funt in cailris, ad Wefenbuigum, medio 
inter Revalium & Narvam itinere in Livonil Anno Chrifti 1574." 

No. 81. — George, Fifth Earl of Huntley, who had for a 
time been Lord Chancellor of Scotland, March 30, 1566, died 
Odlober 20, 1576. 
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Nos. 84, 85, and 87. — William Keith. — ^There is fome apparent 
confufion in thefe three Keiths, Earl Marifchals, &Cy which I need 
not attempt here to unravel. — See Douglas's Peerage by Wood. 

Na SS. — James Crichtoun of Clunie. — Jo. Jonft., p. 41. 
Sumamed "the Admirable Crichton." — See Tytler's Life of 
Crichton, fecond edition, Edinburgh, 1823, i2mo. 

No. 89. — James, Earl of Morton, Regent, was beheaded at 
the Crofs of Edinburgh, June 2, 1581. 

No. 91. — John Cockburn of Ormiston. — See various Notes 
to Knox's Hifloiy of the Reformation, edition 1846-48. In 
giving an extra<5l (vol. L, p. 455), from a MS. Hiflory of the 
Family of Cockburn, written about 1722, fome of thefe lines are 
quoted as derived from Garden's Scottifh Worthies, but I added, 
" unfortunately it cannot now be traced," fo completely had the 
MS. preferved at Auchinleck efcaped my recolledlion. 

No. 92. — Robert, Lord Sevton. — This mod likely was George, 
fifth Lord Seyton, who died 8th January, 1584. His fecond fon 
Robert became fixth Lord Seyton. 

No. 106. — Hulst.— A Town in 2^aland, 16 miles W.N. W. of 
Antwerp. In the Wars of the Low Countries the town fuftained 
various Sieges. 

No. III. — Mark Alexander Boyd, a younger fon of Robert 
Boyd of Pin kill, in Ayrfhire. He was bom in 1562. In 
his early days he was fent abroad and diflinguilhed himfelf, 
partly as an author^ in publifhing Latin Poems and Epiftles ad- 
dreffed to James the Sixth, in 1592. He returned to his native 
country, where he died of a flow fever, loth April, 1601. Sir 
David Dalrymple, Lord Hailes, in 1787 publiflied a biographical 
account of Boyd and his writings, which will be found in the Ap- 
pendix to the third edition of the Annals of Scotland (vol. iii., 
p. 420). Edinburgh, 1819, 8vo. 

No.. 1 16. — ^JoHN, Marquess of Hamilton, died at London in 
the prime of life, March 30, 1625, aged 36. 
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No. 1 20. — Sir James Lawson of Humbie. — In the Appendix 
to Nifbet's Heraldry, voL iL, p. 93, there is an acconnt of Ae 
Lawfons of Humbie, and referring to Sir James Lawfon as fianred 
heir to his father in 1607, it is added, '' Alexander Garden, in his 
' Scottifh Worthies,' lays, he was a gentleman of his Majeft/s 
Chamber, a gallant youth in the way of honour, but was unfor- 
tunately drowned befide Aberdeen, in a ftanding lake, called the 
^ Old Wateigang,' riding over raflily, not haying knowledge of the 
ground. This happened Anno 16 12, upon whidi accident the 
fore-cited Mr. Garden compofed the following poem:" — 

'* \Vhofe minds fo marbled and his heart fo hard} 
And who of fleell whofe (lomachs are fo (Irong, 
That would not, when this huge miihap was heard, 
To th* ontmod note of forrow fet their fong : 

And elevate their voice and woes alone, 

The higheft ilzain of any tronhl'd tone. 

*' To fee a Gallant with fo great a grace, 
So fuddenly unthought on, fo o'erthrown, 
And fo to perifli in fo poor a place. 
By too ralh riding in a ground unknown. 
The flinty Fates, that but all pity prove, 
Would both to mourn, and miferation move. 

" Yet (hall this death the £>efunA not diigraoe, 

Nor to his praife prove prejudicial, 

Since men of greater rank have run like race. 

And lod by like misfortunous fate and fall : 

For Fergus, Dowgal, and King Donald dro¥m*d. 
And they all three Kings of this realm crown'd. 

No. 122. — James Drummond, as eldeil fon, fucceeded his 
father Patrick, third Lord Drummond, in the year 1600. He was 
created Earl of Perth, March 4, 1605, and married Dame Iftbdl 
Seaton, daughter of Robert, Lord Seaton, and firll Earl of Winton, 
April 19, 1608, and died at Seaton Houfe, December r8, 1611, 
when only twenty-one years of age. He was buried in the Col- 
legiate Church of Seaton, where a (lately marble monument was 
ere<5led to his memory, by his widow. 

No. 126. — Irvine Kempt Garden. — In the MS. Robert Miln 
has interpolated the reference ^'Sie Sir Thomas Urquhart's Exquifite 
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Jewell, p. 1 51-152/' The date of Urqahart's Jewell is London, 

No. 133. — Bruce of Earlshall. — See a brief notice of that 
fiunQy in Fifefhire in the Proceedings of the Society of Antiquaries 
of Scotland, Vol. XII., Part I., p. 79. 

Na 134. — Sir John Car^iichael, Warden of the Middle 
Maiches, was ilain by the Borderers of the name of Armflrong, 
Jime 16, 1600. 

No. 137. — Walter Stewart was Commendator of Blantyre 
previous to 1580. In 1593 he appears as one of the Lords of 
Seffion as Lord Blantyre, and died March 8, 161 7. 

No. 137. — Sir John Preston of Fentonbarns was appointed 
a Lord of SefTion in March, 1595, and elected Lord Prefident in 
June, 1609. He died June 14, 16 16. 

No. 138. — Orknay. — The reft of the title, as given in the 
printed text, was fupplied by Robert Miln. 

No. 139. — Sir Robert Keith, brother to George, Earl Marif- 
chall, "now living." This Earl MarifchaU, who became the 
founder of Marifchall College, Aberdeen, in 1593, had fucceeded 
to the eftates and title in 1581. — See No. 161. 

No. 140. — Robert Miln, in place of the blank at the head of 
this number, has added, " This feems to be on Queen Mary." His 
conje<5hire was probably corredl. 

No. 144. — Sir Thomas Menzies. — The name is of coniiderable 
antiquity in the north, and from Gilbert Menzies, in the year 1426, 
to Paul Menzies of Kinmundie, in 1634, perfons of the name re- 
peatedly occur, holding the office of Provoft of Aberdeen. The 
"Worthy" celebrated by Garden, Thomas Menzies of Dume or 
Cults, was Provoft in the years 161 5 to 1620. He was fo much 
efteemed that James the Sixth, on viiiting Scotland in 161 7, con- 
ferred die title of Knighthood on him in the Privy Chamber in 
tlie i»efence of many of the nobility of both kingdoms. Alexander 
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Skene (under the name of Philopoliteius), in his ** Survey of the 
Famous City of Aberdeen/' 1685, gives the following ftatement, 
which has been repeated in later works (Kennedy's Annals, voL i, 
P- 137* vol. ii., p. 232, Nichols's Progreffes of King James, vol iv., 
p. 616): — "This Sir Tliomas Menzies of Cults having procured 
that famous Pearl, which was found in the brook or bume of 
Kellie, as it runs into the river of Ythan; which Pearle, for beauty 
and bignefs, was the bed that hath been at any time found in 
Scotland : Our faid ProvoR having found, by the judgement of the 
jewelers in Edinburgh, that it was mod precious and of a veiy 
high value, went up to London, and gifted it to the King (this 
was in the year 1620), who in retribution gave him twelve or four- 
teen chalders of vidluall about Dumfermling, and the cuftom of 
merchant-goods in Aberdeen during his life. But it pleafed God 
he dyed at Wooller, on the Border, in England, on his return 
home." — (Pp. 238-239). 

No. 146. — Garden here departs from his ufual chronological 
order. As his " Theatre " was written at various times, the alteration 
may have been occafioned either to fupply omidions, or merely 
from the leaves of the Author's MS. having been tranfpofed by 
the tranfcribers. But this is not a matter of any great importance. 

No. 150. — FoRBEST. — Matthew Lumfden, in his Genealogy of 
the Family of Forbes, written in 1580, commences with a fimilar 
reference to Hedlor Boyce. The Forbeffes, he lays, as they took 
their furname from the daughter of a bead, " I will refer to that 
mod cunning Dodlor, Mr. Hedlor Boyce, holding him famous and 
authentic, as may be feen in the thretteent book of his Chronides," 
&c. This Genealogy was printed at Invemeis, 181 9, 8va 

No. 152. — The battle of Durham, or NeviUe's Crofs, took place 
in 1346, when King David the Second and the Scots were de- 
feated, and he taken prifoner. 

No. 154. — Sir John Lvon, of Glammis, was raifed to the 
Peerage as Lord Glammis in 1374. He married, not Elizabeth, 
but Lady Jean Stewart, the fecond daughter of King Robert the 
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Second, who appointed him Lord High Chamberlain in 1380. 
He was flain at Forfar, in a duel with Sir James Lindfay, of 
Crawfurd, in the year 1395. In the prefatory note to the MS. 
Lord Glammis is erroneoufly (lyled Lord Chancellor in place of 
Lord Chamberlain of Scotland. 

No. 156. — The battle of Homilden, a hill within a mile of 
Wooler, where Sir Henry Percy (the celebrated Hotfpur), with 
his numerous band of Englilh bowmen, gained a decifive victory 
over the Scottish forces, was in the year 1402. 

No. 157. — William Douglas, Earl of Angus, &c. — In the 
year 1435 ^ truce, which exilled with England, being infringed by 
Sir Robert Ogle younger, of a powerful Yorkfhire family, who 
crofled the Borders, and ravaged the country in the fouth of Ber- 
wickfhire, or, according to Ridpath, the Border hiflorian, " The 
Earl of Northumberland, with a body of four thoufand men, 
advanced towards the Scottifh Marches, but was met within his 
own territories at a place called Pepperden on Brammilh, not fax 
from the Mountains of Cheviot, by William Douglas, Earl of 
Angus, at the head of nearly the fame number of forces." — 
('•Border Hiflory," p. 401, 1776.) The date appears to have 
been in September, 1435, but Bower, in his Continuation of the 
Scotichronicon, fays: — ^Anno fequenti conflidbis de Piperden, 
10 die Septembris, ubi devi<5li funt Angli, et capti de marchianis 
et eorundem cadellanis ad fummum 1500, per dominos Willelmum 
de Douglas comitem Angufiae, Adam Hepburn de Halez, et 
Alexandrum Ramfay de DalwolfL Occubuit ibi, ex parte Sco- 
torum, dominus de Elphindon, et, ex parte Anglorum, Henricus 
de Clenehale ejufdem, et utriufque regni interfecSli non ultra 
numerum XL. mediocrium perfonarum." — (Vol. ii., p. 500-1). 

No. 159. — Robert Douglas, Mailer of Morton, was the fon 
of William Douglas of Lochleven, who fucceeded in 158 1 to the 
eftate and title of Earl of Morton. Along with Lawrence, Mailer 
of Oliphant, both of whom were concerned in the Raid of Ruthven, 
1582^ they perilhed at fea, when efcaping to the Low Countries, in 
the year 1584. 
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No. i6i. — George Keith, Earl Marfhall, as here flated, died 
in the year 1623. According to a previous note (No. S5) he 
fucceeded his grandfether, while a child^ in 1581. Gulden's note, 
" Now Earl/' points to the fe6t that Garden's Theatre was the 

refult of feveral years' literary labour. 

No. 164. — The Oration here mentioned is preferved in Lindelay 
of Pitfcottie's Chronicle. It gives a rehearlal of the Genealogy 
of the houfe of Crawford, made to King James the Second in 
1454, when the Earl of Crawford and his followers came and 
exprelTed their deep penitence in having taken part widi the 
King's rebels. Lord Crawford, however, did not long furvive, as 
he was cut off by fever within the courfe of fix months, in the year 
1454, and was buried with his forbears in the Church oT Iht 
Greyfriars, Dundee. 

Nos. 164, 165, and 166. — Earls of Crawford. — So iar as 
Chronology is concerned, it would have been well to have tran- 
fpofed thefe Nos. In No. 166 we have David, Earl of Crawford, 
along with a notice of his predeceflbrs, not forgetting the one 
concerned in a chivalrous combat on London Bridge in the year 
1390. While No. 165 is devoted to Earl David, who was ilain in 
1445 > ^^^ ^^ ^^' 1^4) ^^s ^on, who fucceeded him, and who only 
furvived till the year 1454. 

No. 166. — Alexander Lindsay. — In the preliminaiy notice 
the reference at the end is to the challenge and combat on I.i0n- 
don Bridge, in the year 1390. — See Tytler's Hiflory of Scotland, 
vol. iil, p. 80. Tytler lays, "Sir David Lindfay of Gleneflc, who 
was then reputed one of the bed foldiers in Scotland, foon after 
the acceflion of Robert the Third fent his cartel to the Lord Wells, 
an Englifh Knight of the court of Richard the Second, which 
having been accepted, the duel was appointed to take place 
in London, in prefence of the King.^ Sir David Lindiay of 
Gleneflc, who married the King's daughter, was created Earl of 
Crawfurd by Robert the Third, in 1398. — (Wyntoun's Chrcmicle, 
b. ix., ch. xix.) 
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No. 170. — ^JoHN, fourth Earl of Montrose. — He was ap- 
pointed Prefident of the Council in Scotland in July, 1626, but 
died in November the fame year. This date proves that Garden 
continued to make additions after the death of King James; but 
before there was any occafion to refer to James Graham, the fifth 
Earl, then in his fourteenth year, who fo dillinguifhed himfelf, and 
was afterwards created firfl Marquefs of Montrofe. The well-known 
biographer and memorialift confeffes that his future Hero's an- 
ceftors, " though of high lineage, courage, and patriotic loyalty, 
were not hiflorically remarkable/' 

No. 171. — Sir John Ramsay, of Eaftbames, for the (hare he 
had in connexion with the murder of the Earl of Gowrie in 1600, 
belides grants of lands, was created Vifcount of Haddington. He 
accompanied the King to England, and was created Earl of 
Holdemefs. — See Crawfiird's Peerage of Scotland, p. 181. 

No. 172. — ^Thomas Erskine, who alfo had a prominent (hare 
in the laid tragedy at Perth, sth Auguft, 1600, was educated along 
with the King, and was appointed one of the Gentlemen of his 
Bedchamber in 1585. In 1600 he had a grant of the forfeited 
eftates of Dirleton, Eaft Lothian, which belonged to the Ruthven 
famfly. Having accompanied the King to England, he was created 
Vifcount of Fentown in 1606, and Earl of Kelly in 161 9. He 
furvived till June 12th, 1639. The words " Thou nobly now," &c, 
(how that he was alive at the time when they were written by 
Garden, and may explain the abfence of the ufual introductory 
profe notice. 

No. 173. — Alexander Craig of Rosecraig. — It is pleafing to 
find among " the Scottifh Worthies" our old friend Alexander Craig 
of Rofecraig, whofe Poetical Remains, in a colle<5led form, were 
printed for the members of the Hunterian Club in 1873. Each of 
them complimented the other by indulging (no doubt as a piece 
of wit) in punning on their refpedlive names — Alexander Craig or 
Crag, from Rupes, a rock ; and Alexander Garden, his Garden of 
Flowers. It is ftrange that Garden (hould have left blank the year 
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in which Craig died. This b^ypened at Banflfin or before the year 
1627, as the fervice is recorded, in the Inqiufitioiiei^ &&» Na ijytf 
'* December 20, 1627: Jacobus Ciai^ haHe$ Magiflii Alesandri 
Craig de Rofecraig, /vi/rrV." 
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ilHERE are few peKons in caiiy times who 
I have received fo much praife as this excellent 
Prelate, William Elphinston, Bifht^ of 
Aberdeen. Yet in many points of Ms hiftory 
a there is great uncertainty, as the ftatements 
are eldier contradi£lory or unfatisfa^ory ; for tnftance, his 
parentage, the date of his birth, and his early courfe of life. 
His firft Wt^rapher, Heftor Boyce, whom he patronifed in 
his Vitae Epifcoporttm Aberdonenfivm, did not confider 
dates to be of great importance, and omits fuch nearly 
altc^ether. Yet the one or two dates w*ich he has given 
are not unimportant. The date of the Bifhop's birth is not 
flated. The prefent volume, which contains a rhyming 
verfion founded upon the chief part of that work in praife 
of his great patron, Garden does not profefs to fupply fuch a 
defeft. According to the ordinary authorities, he was born 
at Glafgow, in the year 1437. It might be more correfl to 
afTign the date to 1431, as Heflor Boyce expredly fays, in 
reference to his laft illnefs, " Sed ne ipfa quidem fene£lus, 
communis et inevitabilis mortalium morbus, licet contuderit, 
effiregit: ut qui, tertium fupra oilogtfimum annum agmts in 
gravtbus Reipublicae negotiis, cfeteris acutius diflerebat," 
&c. Thefe words are thus rendered by Garden as to " the 
yeare of his age and deathe," — 

This happie Prek.t, hk 
Deputonr wu 't appesra, 
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In th' aughtie three yeer of his age; 

When fiillie threttie yeeres, 
Belov'de and honoi'd ev're, 

Heere he had Bilhope bene ; 
Whiche from the bUOed birthe feU fff~ 

Ten hundreth and fourtene, 

His father was of the fame name, and by fome writers 
reckoned a younger brother of the noble family of Elphin- 
lion, who became a merchant-burgefs of Gla^g[ow, and hu 
mother was Margaret Douglas, of the Houfe of Mains in 
Dunbartonfhire.^ 

According to the Peerage of Scotland, Sir William de 
Elphinllon, Dominus ejufdem, who flouriflied at the end of 
the 14th century, had three fons. The third fon was William, 
firil of the Eiphinllons of Blythfwood, in Lanarkfhire, who 
married Margaret Douglas, of the Houfe of Mains, in Dun- 
bartonfhire. A younger fon of theirs was William Elphin- 
fton, Bifhop of Aberdeen; his father, William, after he had 
become a widower, having entered into Holy Orders, and 
became Archdeacon of Teviotdale. 

Garden, in defcribing the Bifhop*s family pedigree, fa)^: — 

In Glafco Burrow he was borne : 

His pedegree and lyne 
From Elphinftoime, a Houfe 

Old, opulent, and trew, 
And yit a famous Famelie 

L^ttimat he drew. 

The words of Heftor Boyce, on which thefe lines are 
founded, fays: — " Is in inclyta Glafguenfi civitate, et Univer- 
fali fchola infigni, natus, ex vetere Elphinftonorum familia 
habuit originem." 

Thus Crawfurd dates, "While Mr. Eiphinfton was a 
widower, out of a principle of devotion, or fome other 

^George Crawfurd*s Officers of State, 1726, p. 47. 
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motive, he entered into Holy Orders, and was firft made 
ReAor of Kirkmichael, and at length Arch-deacon of 
Teviotdale, in which ftation he died on the 30th of June, 
i486, after he had had the comfort of feeing his fon Bifliop 
of Aberdeen." * Bifhop Keith and others repeat this ftate- 
ment. But it is by no means probable that his father, at a 
fomewhat advanced time of life,fhould have ftudied theology, 
and obtained preferment in the Church "after he became a 
widower/* There is, however, fome confufion regarding two 
perfons of the fame name, which at that time was not un- 
common. 

Like many of the Prelates of that period, however, who 
required Letters of Legitimation, Elphinfton was not an 
exception. Although the fa6l itfelf may be otherwife afcer- 
tained, I may here refer to a letter addrefled to myfelf 
by the late John Riddell, Efq., Advocate, fo well known for 
his refearches in all Peerage cafes and other collateral 
fubjefls, and give it in full in the Appendix No. I. 

In reference alfo to the Bifhop's ftudies at the Univerfity of 
Glafgow, Boyce informs us, " Confummatus in philofophia 
quintum annum fupra vicefimum agens magiftratus infignia 
in liberalibus, difciplinis fimul atque facerdotium eft adeptus.'* 
Thefe words are literally rendered by Garden — 

Swa confirmat become 

Into philofophie, 
Into his fyve and twentie yeere 

His courfe conclooded hee; 
And manumilTed then, 

Withe laude the Laureli wraethe, 
And at that tyme his Prieilhood there 

He got togidder baithe. 

In receiving his education at the "paedagogium and 
Univerfity of Glafgow," we find in the Annals of the

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Univerfity in the year 145 1, in the Nomina Incorporatorum 
et Congregationes Univerfttatis, the eleventh name reoocded 
is " WiLLELMUS Elphinstoune/* and in the i6th March, 

1451-52, "MAGISTER WiLLELMUS ELPHINSTOUNB." 

There are other entries referring to the Elphinftons in the 
large and valuable collections, entitled '' Munimenta Afanc 
Univerfitatis Glafguenfis: Records of the Univerfity of 
Glafgow from its foundation till 1727." Another fimilar 
important contribution was printed at the expenfe of the 
Earl of Aberdeen, K.T., and prefented in his name as Prc- 
fident of the Spalding Club, viz.: "Fafti Aberdonenfes: 
Selections from the Records of the Univerfity and King's 
College of Aberdeen, 1494- 1854," Aberdeen, 1854. Profeffior 
Cofmo Innes, the Editor, in his Preface has carefully 
examined various matters illuftrating the life of Bifiiop 
Elphinilpn. I may take advantage of his labours/ without 
attempting to reconcile fome difcrepancies of dates, and 
give the following extraft (p. xiii.) : — 

"It is impoflible (he fays) perfecdy to reconcile Boece's nana- 
tive with the dates fixed by the records of the Univerfity of Glafgow. 
Some confufion arifes alfo fi-om the identity of name, and fometimes 
of office, in the father and fon. But, it would feem, that even more 
than two perfons of the name raufi. have held benefice in the 
Church, and place in the Univerfity of Glafgow at the fame time. 

" William Elphinflone, apparently our Bifiiop's father, is (lyled 
Canon of Glafgow, from 1451 down to 1483, holding the offices of 
Dean of Faculty^ of Arts (1468), Prehendary of Ancrum (1479)^ 
Archdeacon of Teviotdale (1482). The following dates feem to 
apply to the Biftiop : — 

" 1457. — William Elphinftone 'fcolaris' matriculated. 
" 1459. — He took his Bachelor's degree. 

^ I may add that in a work of this kind, where fo much refearch and accuracy 
of tranfcription was eifential, ProfeiTor Innes was fortunate, as he tells us, in 
having fuch competent aid in Mr. Francis Shaw as Sub-Editor. 
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" 1462. — He took his Mailer's dogree, ' pod rigorolum 



*' 1462-4. — Active in Univerfity ^feirs. 

^'1465. — W. de Elphindone, junior, re<5lor of Kiikmichady was 
a Regent in the Univerfity. 

^' 147 1-2. — ^W. Elphinflone was Official-General of the Diocefe 
of Gla^ow, and Dean of the Faculty of Arts. 

''1473- — Mailer William de Elphinflone, Official, took the 
degree of Licentiate in Canon Law, and was Dean of the 
Faculty. 

" 1474. — W. de Elphinflone, Official, a Mafler of Arts, Licentiate 
in Decrees, and Redlor of Kirkmichael, was chofen Reflor of the 
Univerfity." 

It would be fuperfiuous to fweli out this volume with any 
detailed account of the later incidents of Bifhop Elfdiin- 
ftone's life, which at leafl are fo accefTible in a variety of 
works. A few dates, however, may be added. 

In 1478 he was appointed Official of Lothian. Three 
years later he was made Bifhop of Rofs, though fome delay 
took {dace in his Confecration, perhaps on account of his 
birth. He was nominated Bifhop of Aberdeen in the 
autuam of 1483; yet his Confecration only took place 
between 17th December, 1487, and April, 1488. He was 
emj^oyed on various Embaffies during the reign of King 
Jaaeies the Third, and held for a brief fpace the office of 
Lofd High Chancellor of the Kingdom until the King's 
death, 14th June, 1488. Among the great works in which 
Bifliop Elphinfton was engaged were reiloring the fervice 
and tbe fabric of his Cathedral, the foundation of Kill's 
CoUege and Univerfity, and the ere£lion of a Bridge over 
the Dee. He furvived to lament the fate of King James 
the Fourth and fo many of his countrymen, at the fatal 
fiekl of Floddon, the 9th September, 1 5 1 3. He himfelf died 
amidft univerfal regret on the 25th O^ber, 15 14. 
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' Dfc Soxorrn: F onli^ij * Doarioa, et FSelate. ac de 
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Qriitvsc PariiLis. 1631.* 4to. at p. 157, 12 dae J11119, gms 
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cyfrsa Abcri-XjeTtiis,' eoenaencmg vith an dabarate de- 
fcriptic^ OS the rz^s^i^Sccaot of the Bifliops Cadiedial 
Ciurch, erected li Aberdeen, ** Haec fdens rccenfere vokn 
ut -.-xkat lecicc qua^n magna fucrit ^md Scotos gloria 
domus DccrJnL dura ^pud eofdcm Cadxdica ct Romana 
Soreret religio:' and condudii^ with the account of his 
death ^ith the '^ords. " Pofl haec nomcn Jefu et Mariz inter 
mortuis vocfbus identidem appellans placidiflime efflanit 
animam anno Chriili 15 14, anno fui Pontificatus 30; aetatis 
vero ^j|.' This flatemenL of ooorfe, as ahead)* remarked, 
would fix the date of the Bifhop's birth to the year 1430 
or 1431. 

Bifhop Elphinfton has long enjoyed the honour of a 
learned author. In particular, there are two wmks that 
have frequently been mentioned in connexion with his name. 
The firfl is the Continuation of the Scotichroniooo, or 
Book XI., prefer\-ed amongft the MSS. in the Bodleian 
Library. This later portion of the volume was printed ffx 
the Maitland Club, under the title " The Life and Deadi of 
King James the Firfl of Scotland," edited by Jc^eph 
Stevenfon. Glafgow, 1837. 4to. This MS. was then 
thought to be the only copy known, but others have fince 
been diTcovered, including one in the Collie Library, 
Glafgow, which had belonged to William Schevez, Arch- 
bifliop of St Andrews (1478 to 1496). It was veiy clear, 
however, from allufions in the book by the inTiter to the 
time when he accompanied the Princefs Margaret, for her 
marriage with the Dauphin of France, that Elphinfton could 
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not have been the author, which refers to events in France 
about the time that Elphinfton was bom. In defcribing 
the various MSS. of the Scotichronicon, and the authors 
of the Continuations, Mr. W. F. Skene clearly eflabliflied 
the fa£l that the one in queftion was known as the LiBER 
Pluscardensis, and that the true author was MAURITIUS 
or Maurice de Buchanan, who had been in France from 
1429 to 1460. — See Mr. Skene's communications to the 
Society of Antiquaries, vol. viii., p. 239, vol. ix., p. 13, and 
voL X., p. 27; alfo his Preface to vol. i. of the original 
text of Fordun. I may alfo refer to a (hort notice on the 
fubjeA that appeared in the Society's Proceedings, vol. 
xii., p. 28. 

The fecond work ufually attributed to Bifhop Elphinllon 
contains the Lives or Legends of the Scottifh Saints. 

In regard to fuch a work, it is generally confidered that 
the introdu£lion of the Art of Printing into Scotland was, 
in a great meafure, owing to Bifhop Elphinfton in the year 
1507, who obtained a grant of exclufive privileges in favour 
of Walter Chepman and Andro Myllar, two burgeflfes of 
Edinburgh, in September, 1507. 

According to this document, one of the chief objefls con- 
templated was to fupply Church Service books " efter our 
awin Scottis Ufe, and with Legendis of Scottis SanfUs, as is 
now gaderit and ekit be ane Reverend father in God, and 
our confalour Williame Bifchope of Abirdene and utheris, be 
ufit generaly within al our Realme alffone as the fammyn 
may be imprentit and providit," &c. 

The principal work of this clafs, and the one undoubtedly 
referred to, was the " Breviarium Aberdonenfe," a rare but 
well-known work in two fmall fized volume, filled with con- 
tra£tions, Pars Eftivalis and Pars Hyemalis (fee Bannatyne 
Club Catalogue, &c., p. 82, No. 96), printed at Edinburgh 
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in the years 1 509-1 510, 8vo; and fince republifhed at 
London in 1854, page for page, in two handfome volumes, 
4to. 

In a preface, which was intended to be prefixed to the 
Club copies, fome months after their circulation^ I ftated 
as follows: — "The work was prepared and completed 
under the perfonal fuperintendence of William Elphinfton, 
Bifhop of Aberdeen, a prelate who has obtained a high 
charafler as an enlightened and liberal patron of leamii^. 
It may be inferred from the words of his contemporary 
biographer, Heftor Boyce, and other writers, that feveral 
of the LefTons appointed in the Proprium Sanflorum to 
be read on the feftivals of the Scottifh Saints, either were 
written by the Bifhop himfelf, or were the refult of re- 
fearches inilituted by his order into the ecclefiaftical annals 
and traditions of the nation. That the work was the refult 
of great care and labour need fcarcely be remarked. For 
the purpofe of liaving it printed for general ufe, and under 
his immediate infpeflion, we are fully warranted in attri- 
buting to this Prelate the fcheme which fecured the eftab- 
lifhment of a printing Prefs in this Country." Pp. 20, 21. 

Profeffor Innes, in his Preface to the " Regfiftrum Epifco- 
patus Aberdonenfis,*' printed for the Spalding Club, 1845, 
2 vols., has alfo given a (ketch of the Bifhop's Life, as it was 
mod requifite, he fays, " to endeavour to give fome chrono- 
lexical precifion from Records or authentic documents to the 
events of Bifhop Elphinftone's epifcopate and his life." — 
(Preface, p. xliii). Yet he afTigns the ordinary date of his 
birth as 1437, ^"<^ concludes with fimply faying that Elphin- 
flon lived to extreme old ag^. He elfewhere, in a quotation 
from Spottifwood's Hiftory, mentions Elphinfton, when he 
was eighty-three years old. He further repeats the palpable 
miflake, in referring to Bifhop Elphinfton's Hiftorical Col- 
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le£lions, as preferved in the Bodleian Library, Oxford; 
as well as the vague llatement that "A confiderable number 
of Elphinfton*s MSS. are dill in the Library of his own 
Univerfity, but they feem to be entirely Law Notes and 
Commentaries.** Thefe, of courfe, could not have been 
written by the Bifhop, but there are other volumes con- 
taining "Nic. de Tudefchis Lefturae fuper Decretalium 
Libri, &C., dated Parifiis, 1470," 5 vols. AJfo " Gloflae Cle- 
mentinae/* &c., and another volume of '' Leflurse fuper Libro 
IV. Decretalium/* each of them marked " LiBER Magistri 
WiLELMi DE Elphinston.*' 

The books here referred to I examined feveral years 
ago. There are a confiderable number that have this in- 
fcription, "Liber Magiftri Will, de Elphinfton;** and they 
doubtlefs formed, as it were, the foundation of the Library 
attached to the Univerfity. I had noted in particular — 

1st Six large volumes written on paper, partially injured 
and imperfeft, which belonged to Bifliop Elphin- 
fton ; they confift of " Lefturae fuper Libros Decre- 
talium,** &c., with a colophon at the end of the laft 
volume, " dated xi Maij, MCCCCLXIX." 

2nd. Five volumes of a fmaller fize, and not fo well pre- 
ferved (the firft volume being greatly injured 
by damp), with the name of William Elphinfton 
in various parts, and confift of treatifes on the 
Decretals, Canon Law, &c. 

According, however, to the more precife titles given in 
the lift of MSS. fubjoined to the " Catalogue of the General 
Library of the Univerfity of Aberdeen,*' (vol. ii., 1 874, p. 793), 
I find I had overlooked the fa£l that the earlier volumes were 
a&ually written by the elder Elphinfton, and thus ferve to 
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throw fome light upon his hiftory. For inftance, three 
volumes are thus defcribed : — 

" Juftinianus : Ledlurae Grofbeli, Reteri, Ricardi de Tur- 
naco, et aliorum in Titulos feleAos Codicis, Inftitutxonum, 
Digeftorum, et Feudorum, fcriptae per Will. Elfynfton, in 
Artibus Magiftrum, et Lovanii Studentem, MCCCCXXXIII." 

Alfo two volumes of "Reterus (Hen.): Relata fuper 
Libri XXIV. Digeftorum Titulo de Soluto Matrimonio, 
fcripta per Will. Elfynfton in Artibus Magiftrum et in 
Legibus Studentem Lovanii." '* Relata fuper Libri XLV. 
Digeftorum Titulo de Verborum Obligationibus, fcripta a 
Willelmo Elfynfton Lovanii, MCCCCXXXIII." 

In examining the Regifters of the Univeriity of St. An- 
drews, under this head, 

" Licentiati Anno Dom. M.CCCC"® triceflimo/' • 
the name, as I imagine, occurs of the Bifhop's father, 

•' Dns. Will^- de Elfynston." 
This date at leaft harmonizes with his receiving, in due 
courfe, the degree of A.M. before proceeding to profecute 
the ftudy of Canon Law at the Univeriity of Louvain in 
1433. — (See p. 20). 

Keith, in his Catalogue of Biftiops, fays: — "William 
Elphinfton, Archdeacon of Argyle, is ' Ele£lus et confirmatus 
Roflen,' in the Rolls of Parliament, 2nd December, 1482, 
and on the 21ft of February, 1482-3, ' EleAo et confirmato 
Roffen,' and is Biftiop here the fame year." On the 17th 
of May, 1485, the Parliament of Scotland, in an embafly 
fent to the Pope, ftating, amongft the other articles, the 
following: — ''And attour to mak Supplicacioun to oure 
Haly Fader that, fen he has promovit Reverend Faders 
Robert Blacater to the bifchopric of Glafgow, William 
Elphinftoune to the bifchopric of Aberdeen, and Johnne of 
Hepbume to the priorie of San£landrew, quhilk ar thank- 
full perfonis to our Souveran Lord and of his fpeciale

counfale, and reflavit and admittit be his Hienes to the 
temporaliteis: That therfor his Halynes wil defend thaim 
therein gif ony perfonis walde tende to mak thaim truble 
or more pley again thame." The refult of this Supplication 
probably ferved only for a time. — (See Appendix No. I.) 

The Portrait of Bifhop Elphinfton is on pannel, and may 
have been painted abroad : it has appeared in more than one 
publication; and was firft engraved for Pinkerton*s "Icono- 
graphia Scotica," 1797. Pinkerton fays it is taken from a 
painting, apparently contemporary, in the Univerfity of 
Aberdeen. There is alfo an excellent old copy of it in the 
Univerfity Library there. The moft fatisfaftory likenefs 
was given as the frontifpiece to the important volume already 
quoted, " Fafti Aberdonenfes. Seleftions from the Records 
of the Univerfity and King's College of Aberdeen, 1494- 
1854. Aberdeen: Printed for the Spalding Club, 1854." 
In the large paper copies of the volume the portrait is given 
in colours. The prefent portrait is not inferior to any of 
thefe, with the advantage of having been taken diredl from 
the original Painting. 
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and therefore conferring him in the office of tutor to the young 

Lcml Alexander. This William Elphinilone is, of course, not the 

Bifliop, but of a higher and purer lineage. He, however, may 

have been patronized by the Bilhop, whofe origin feemed very
